(Veile  6c  Mendham) 

This  beautiful  flower  was  named  by  Mr.  Derrill  W.  Hart  at  the  New  York  Show, 
and  a  more  fitting  name  for  it  cannot  be  imagined.  The  color  is  clear  lavender,  and 
if  we  are  to  let  our  imagination  run  riot,  we  faintly  detect  the  old-fashioned  aroma  of 
lavender.  In  formation  it  is  classed  as  semi-cactus,  but  it  is  pretty  close  to  the  bor¬ 
der  line  of  the  informal  decorative  class.  The  flower  is  built  up  of  many  petals, 
thickly  spaced,  and  radiating  from  a  very  full  center.  The  foliage  is  excellent,  and 
the  stem  fine.  It  is  a  profuse  bloomer,  and  fulfills  a  long  felt  want  in  the  lavender 
classes.

Note:  Varieties  appearing  in  large  type  are  all  exceptional  varieties, 

but  those  in  smaller  type  are  not  to  be  considered  as  inferior. 
Varieties  marked  with  an  asterisk,  thus  (*),  are  varieties  that  pro¬ 
duced  seed  for  us  this  past  season. 

ACME  —  ( VanTuberg  en)  Incurved  Cactus.  A  variety  imported  from  Holland.  Coral 
pink  at  the  tips,  soft  yellow  underlying,  giving  a  lovely  combination  of  pastel 
shades.  Flowers  are  of  medium  size  held  well  above  the  foliage  on  long,  stiff 
stems.  We  were  unusually  impressed  by  the  beauty  of  this  dahlia  as  it  grew  in 
our  trial  gardens  last  fall. 

Plants  only — $1.25 

AIKO  —  ( Dahliadel)  Semi-cactus.  Aiko  is  beautiful.  It  is  one  of  the  most  striking 
dahlias  we  ever  grew.  The  color  is  deep  carmine,  and  in  formation  resembling 
the  water  lily  more  than  the  dahlia.  Growth  is  robust,  and  the  stems  are  excel¬ 
lent.  We  noticed  it  was  exhibited  at  nearly  all  of  the  fall  shows.

ALEX  CRAIG — (Craig)  Straight  Cactus.  A  Canadian  introduction  of  great  beauty. 
It  is  a  delightful  pink  with  a  cream  center.  While  the  flowers  were  not  large  at 
any  time  for  us,  there  was  such  an  abundance  of  them,  and  they  were  so  beau¬ 
tiful,  that  the  size  did  not  seem  to  matter.

AMELIA  EARHART  _(c  ordes-Eastman)  Semi-cactus.  You  no  doubt  have  heard  so 
much  about  this  dahlia  by  this  time  that  it  is  useless  to  describe  it.  One  of  the 
greatest  winners  of  all  time.  For  the  sake  of  comparison,  it  resembles  the  fam¬ 
ous  Edna  Ferber  in  formation  and  color,  all  of  which  adds  greatly  to  its  credit. 
The  color  is  apricot-buff,  with  primrose  at  the  base  of  each  petal.  The  blooms 
are  huge  on  fine  stems,  and  we  doubt  if  we  have  ever  seen  any  dahlia  shown  to 
such  perfection  as  was  Amelia  Earhart,  at  the  New  York  Show.

AMERICAN  TRIUMPH — (Nuneviller)  Incurved  cactus.  The  brightest  shade  of 
pure  oriental  red  without  a  trace  of  any  other  color.  Flowers  are  deep  and  held 
erect  on  fine  stems.  Rather  a  sticker  to  grow,  but  if  given  plenty  of  water  and 
spray,  it  will  reward  you  for  your  trouble.  It  is  a  known  fact  among  exhibitors 
that  American  Triumph  is  well  nigh  invincible  in  the  cactus  classes.

AMERICAN  LEGION — (Nuneviller)  Informal  Decorative.  One  of  the  largest  of 
all  dahlias,  and  as  exhibited  at  the  Atlantic  City  Show  in  1931,  it  was  little  short 
of  a  sensation.  In  form  it  resembles  Aztec  Glory,  but  is  deeper  and  brighter 
yellow.  The  stem  is  fine,  and  the  foliage  dark  green.

ATTILA  (*)  —  (Vilmorin)  Incurved  cactus  of  a  dark  maroon  with  silver  tips,  the 
silver  tips  setting  off  the  beauty  of  the  whole  flower,  and  giving  a  decidedly  new 
appearance  to  an  incurved  cactus.  If  you  are  looking  for  size  in  this  flower, 
you  will  be  disappointed,  but  the  robust  bushes  are  literally  covered  with  med¬ 
ium  sized  flowers  on  fine  stems.  We  can  highly  recommend  this  dahlia.  Anoth¬ 
er  added  feature  is  the  fact  that  it  produced  a  great  deal  of  seed  for  us  this 
past  fall.

CHARLES  G.  REED — (Ballay)  Informal  Decorative.  Large  petunia  red  with  sil¬ 
ver  shadings  cn  the  reverse.  It  is  unusually  large  and  held  upright  on  a  per¬ 
fect  stem.  Large,  broad  petals,  and  a  high,  full  center.

CAROLYN  THILL- (Fisher  &  Masson)  Informal  Decorative.  A  dahlia  of  very 
unusual  coloring,  and  a  color  that  we  have  been  unable  to  find  in  any  other 
dahlia.  It  is  impossible  to  adequately  describe  it,  so,  shall  we  say  it  is  chamois- 
rose,  and  leave  the  rest  to  your  imagination?  Excellent  dark  green  foliage  and 
fine  stems.  A  real  novelty  if  there  ever  was  one.

CH AMP0EG  (  * ) — (  Crites  )  Formal  Decorative.  The  coloring  of  this  flower  is  also 
unusual,  being  a  blend  of  amber-gold  and  bright  rose  pink  combining  to  make 
a  very  striking  flower  especially  under  artificial  light.  The  flower  can  be  grown 
very  large,  while  not  with  a  great  deal  of  depth.  The  stems  and  foliage  are  fine.

DAILY  MAIL(*)  —  (Stredwick)  Informal  Decorative  This  importation  from 
England  is  one  of  the  best  to  come  from  that  country.  The  color  is  burnt 
orange.  It  has  size,  stem  and  growth,  and  the  largest  seed  pods  that  we  gath¬ 
ered  came  from  this  variety.

DANCING  SULTANA — (Newsom)  Informal  Decorative.  Spectrum  red  with  long, 
wavy  petals.  Fine  stems  and  very  strong  growth.

There  is  no  color 
in  Ridgeway’s  Color  Chart  to  fit  this  flower.  The  nearest  that  we  can  come  to  it 
is  a  reddish  orange,  penciled  blood-red,  with  a  suggestion  of  violet  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  Medium  to  large  flowers  and  an  exceptionally  profuse  bloomer.  The 
foliage  does  not  have  to  be  sprayed  at  any  time  for  insects.  If  you  like  the 
unusual  in  flowers,  you  will  appreciate  this  one.

most  outstanding  introductions  of  recent  years,  and  the  type  that  is  so  much  in 
vogue.  Very  large  flower  of  bright  copper  with  shadings  of  carrot  red.  The 
color  is  very  bright,  and  does  not  have  the  dullness  that  copper  suggests.  The 
flowers  are  unusually  deep,  the  wavy  petals  curving  back  to  the  stem,  to  make  a 
very  massive  flower.  The  stems  are  fine,  and  it  is  an  exceptionally  clean  grow¬ 
er.  Insects  do  not  bother  it.  Unusually  profuse  bloomer,  in  fact  the  best  we 
have  in  our  gardens.  "FLOYD  GIBBONS”  is  our  pick  for  the  best  of  the 
autumn  shades  in  dahlias.

Of  the  newer 
varieties  the  stock  is  naturally  very  limited,  and  a  great  deal  of  disappointment 
can  be  avoided.  All  roots  sent  out  before  March  15th  are  sent  at  the  buyer’s 
risk.  Altho  every  precaution  will  be  taken,  they  are  not  guaranteed  against 
freezing. 

Terms — Remittance  with  order  on  or  before  shipment.  Retail  orders  are  delivered 
prepaid.  Wholesale  orders,  at  the  purchaser’s  expense. 

Shipping — Orders  are  shipped  as  soon  after  April  1st  as  convenient  unless  other¬ 
wise  notified.  Green  plants  will  be  shipped  on  or  around  the  20th  of  May. 

Guarantee — We  guarantee  every  root  and  plant  sent  out  by  us  to  be  true  to  name, 
and  in  a  healthy  condition  when  received,  after  which  our  responsibility  ceases, 
as  we  have  no  control  over  growing  conditions.  We  ask  that  you  at  once  notify 
us  if  anything  is  unsatisfactory  when  received,  or  if  any  root  or  plant  does  not 
grow  after  planted  a  reasonable  time. 

Substitution — We  do  not  substitute  unless  requested  to  do  so,  but  would  suggest 
naming  a  second  choice. 

Name  and  Address — Be  certain  to  write  name  and  address  plainly. 

Green  Plants — We  especially  recommend  the  planting  of  green  plants.  For  exhibi¬ 
tion  flowers,  they  are  unrivaled. 

Do  not  be  discouraged  if  a  dahlia  from  a  different  locality  does  not  do 
well  for  you  the  first  season.  Try  it  again,  as  many  varieties  need  to  be  accli¬ 
mated. 


If  you  do  not  see  the  variety  listed  that  you  want,  write  us,  as  we  grow 
many  dahlias  the  stock  of  which  is  too  limited  to  list.
